We have repeatedly perused with much care the dispatch from |

thorny negotiation, and by him communicated to our Foreign 
Office ; and we regret to say we cannot discover in it either the 
transmission of the supposed powers or the manifestation of the 
supposed disposition. It is awfully wordy and involved—so much 
so at times as to render it very difficult to ascertain the precise 
meaning and bent of the writer; but wherever we have been able 
to condense its language into precise significance, it seems to us 
that, far from consenting to refer the matter in dispute to arbitra- 
tion, it distinctly refuses to do so; and far from showing a sincere 
wish to settle the affair by amicable and direct negotiation, it 
raises issues and puts forth pretensions which go a long way 
towards rendering a prompt and amicable settlement almost im- 
possible. 
At the threshold Mr Marcy asks the very pertinent question : 
“ What is to’ be submitted to arbitration”? Not,the President posi- 
tively says, the meaning of the Clayton-Bulwer convention—the 
decision whetherit shall be held to have been retrospective or merely 
prospective in its operation (which, be it remembered, is the 
speepel item in the controversy). ‘This, he argues, is so clear to 
is mind that*he cannot consent to any act which directly or in- 
directly indicates the slightest doubt as to the matter. Nor, fur- 
ther, will he for a moment consent to refer to a third = the 
decision as to the extent of our due rights in virtue of the 
Mosquito Protectorate (the fact of which is not denied). Rather 
than take an umpire’s opinion—which might possibly be hostile— 
on such a point, he will prefer to recommend to the Senate the 
@itire abrogation of the treaty. The only points which he is

In the one case we were to give up everything, 
because the treaty bound us to do so: in the other case we were 
to give up everything because we had nothing to give up!

First, he contends that to claim for a wander- 
ing tribe of Indians under our protection territorial sovereignty | 
over a vast tract of country, is in effect to claim that sovereignty 
for ourselves,—inasmuch as in all similar cases the civilised race 


of our Protectorate. We admit this fully ;—but where was the 
necessity of arguing it, or where the candour of urging it, when 
Mr Marey knows that the British Government has repeatedly ex- 
pressed its wi-h to get rid of the Protectorate of these Indians if 
the United States will enter into any deeent and humane engage- 
ments to enable it to do so, and when, moreover, we some years 
since voluntarily resigned-Greytown, believed to form part of the 
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Mosquito territory, to the management and government of the 
settlers therein. 

The second point is as to the Bay Islands. It is clear they are 
in possession of Great Britain and have been so for many years. 
It is equally clear that no other State has ever possessed or occupied 
them, though they lie near the Republic of Honduras, and the 
United States Government claims them for that undefined country. 
Now, even if these Islands ever formed part of Central America 
(which we deny), they are still ours, if our interpretation of the 
Clayton-Bulwer convention be eorrect, since we possessed them 
before that convention was signed ;—therefore, contrary to Mr 
Marey’s dictum, our position will be materially affected by the de- 
cision of the arbitrator upon this interpretation. Ifthe American 
construction of the disputed treaty be correct, it still remains to be 
shown that these Islands are not (as we maintain they are), “the 
“ small islands” expressly excepted from the operation of that 
treaty, as being “ dependencies of Belize.” And if the said treaty 
be abrogated, or had never been made, it is certain we can have no 
controversy with the United States upon the subject, since, who- 
euer be the rightful proprietors, the Government of Washington 
have no claim, and no title to interfere in the discussion. But the 
truth is that the sovereignty of unsettled Islands lying near half- 
civilised and undefined States, seldom rests upon any wholly un- 
exceptionable basis. Lord Clarendon felt this, and therefore at 
once and long since consented to refer the question of the owner- 
ship of these rocks to the decision of a fair umpire; but of course 
declined to surrender territory—ours b astunal and long occupa- 
tion and ours as we believe by just right—at the mere dogmatic 
sic volo sic jubeo of a foreign ruler,—who yet feels at heart so 
doubtful as to the accuracy of his own construction that he dares 
not submit it to the opinion of an impartial mind. 
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But it is to chird point of Mr Marcy’s argument that we wish 
specially to direct attention. He there, for the first time we be- 
lieve in diplomatic history, raised a question as to our title to 
Belize itself. Certainly this is a strange jt mers in instructions 
supposed to be conciliatory, cordial, an sincerely pacific. Could 
such a hint of future dispute have been brought forward had an 
amicable and speedy arrangement of our present differences been 
truly designed? Mr Marcy’s position is that the Bay | slands 
cannot belong to us as dependencies of Belize, because Belize it- 
self does not. In his view whoever succeeded Spain in her sur- 
rendered sovereignty of Belize, we did not. We were, and are, 
mere wood-cutting settlers there, by virtue of agreements entered 
into in 1717, 1783, and 1786! The following are his words :— 
“It cannot have escaped the attention of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
“ment that the political condition of Belize, as fixed by the 
“treaty, is not itself one of territorial sovereignty. Therefore 
« Great Britaiu never could have acquired, in the right of Belize 
“ and the assumed dependencies thereof, the territorial sovereignty 
“ of the Bay Islands.” We have no doubt that this remarkable 
passage will have arrested the attention of our Ministers. We 
shall be glad to be assured that we have misinterpreted it. But, 
till better advised, we cannot help deeming it to mean and to say: 
“ Concede the Bay Islands and the Mosquito coast now; and as 
“ soon as our next domestic crisis shall make a dispute desirable, 
“ we shall call upon you to surrender Belize.” 

It is impossible to examine the excellent maps which have been 
put out this week by Mr Wyld and Mr Stanford (which we have 
noticed in another portion of our Journal), without serious uneasi- 
ness at the vast “crop of unsettled questions” which may and 
must arise between some people out of the condition of the Central 
American States. Scarcely a single boundary line is settled. The 
frontier between Belize and Guatemala is entirely vague. Mexico 
claims a large slice of Guatemala, or at least of an unknown space 
lying between Guatemala and Belize, called Vera Paz. Honduras 
claims one part of Mosquitia, and Nicaragua another. Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica, and Mosquitia all claim Greytown. Nicaragua claims 
an important piece of Costa Rica, and Costa Rica performs the 
same ceremony on New Granada. Besides these various confiict- 
ing claims, various proposed compromises appear on the map to 
add to the mass of confusion and of danger. A really fair and 
friendly President at Washington, sincerely anxious to come to a 
settlement and avoid future disputes, might easily complete an 
understanding with our Government, which has no ambitious 
views and only desires an honourable adjustment. But when 
shall we have sucha President ? Will Mr Buchanan prove such ? 

We hope most of our readers have seen a very temperate and 
able paper which appeared in the Times of June 21, and which 
had every appearance of proceeding from some semi-official pen. 
We add the concluding paragraphs :— 

Such is the real state of the Central American question at this moment. 
If it is asked what interest we have in those rights we defend, and whether 
it is sufficient to induce us to go to war in support of them, it must frankly 
be admitted that our only great interest is the preservation of our honour. 
Belize might be given up without seriously damaging our empire, and the 
Bay Islands also. In protecting the Indians in Mosquitia we have no 
interest but that of acting with fidelity and humanity, and vindicating 
that national character of which we have boasted in every treaty we have 
made for suppressing the slave trade. But honour, and a character for 
justice, and a tenacity of its just rights constitute the best property of a 
nation. They cannot befresigned without degradation, and whether the loss 
of empire or the loss of anything else degrades a nation, it is a matter of 
indifference ; the nation sinks that is degraded. Moreover, by a constant 
policy of concession a State nourishes a constant policy of aggression in 
other States. It would be better to concede at once everything that can 
be conceded than to concede such things gradually and bit by bit ; for such 
a policy knows no peace. We cannot therefore concede to the United 
States what they cannot justly demand; and the spirit in which their 
demands have been made does anything but invite such concession. 

What, then, can we do to end these troublesome disputes one way or the 
other? To abrogate the treaty of 1850 would not, as some have supposed, 
diminish—it would only increase our difficulties ; fot previous to the treaty 
we had pretensions more extensive and more vehemently disputed by the 
United States than those which the treaty left us, Our simple and straight- 
forward course is this :—To throw aside all past correspondence and make 
a friendly proposal to the United States, consistent with all we have hi- 
therto done and stated, but as coneistent as we can make it with American 
interests. To be clear ;—we should propose, first, to make the town now 
called Greytown, at the month of the river St Juan, afree and indepen- 
dent town ; secondly, to assign a legitimate extent of territory to the Mos- 
quito Indians, and place them equally under our protection and that of the 
United States ; or, if the manner in which the United States persist in 
viewing Indians is not compatible with our own, let the United States 
point out any other mode of duly protecting these Indians which does not 

t any exclusive rights or privileges to Gieat Britain. Thirdly, let us 
eave the real condition and position of the Bay Islands to arbitrators. 
Fourthly, let us declare that we do not extend our possessions in British 
Honduras beyond their limits in 1850, and claim from the United States a 


pomgettion of those possessions as they existed in 1850. A proposal of this 
kind would probably terminate the negociations. 1fit did not, the United 
States must desire a quarrel with us; and we must brave that quarrel, for 


it would be equally ignominious and useless to attempt to escape from it. 








THE AUSTRALIAN MAILS. 
THE important subject to which we adverted last week, the postal 
and service between this country and the Australian 
colonies, has been brought to a practical conclusion in the course 
of the present week by the acceptance of a tender made by a 
powerful and respectable company in Glasgow, for the establish- 
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ment of a line of large steamers from Southampton xandria | 
and from Suez by way of Point de Galle and seal Done Lewin || 
to Melbourne and Sydney, performing the passage monthly each 
way. In connection with this service, of course a mail th 
France, via Marseilles, will be made up.- The time stipulated ss 
is, from Southampton to Alexandria twelve days and twelve 

and to Suez fourteen days ; the time from Suez to Melbourne out. 
ward 39 days, and from Melbourne to Suez homeward “35 
days: so that, adding seven ¢Cays for the journey th 
France, we shall have a postal and passenger service from Loni 
to Melbourne in 46 days, and from Melbourne to London in 49 
days. Allowing four days (including stoppage at Melbourne) each 
way more for Sydney, the time occupied will be 50 days outward 
and 46 days homeward. The first boat to be employed in this 
service will sail from Southampton with passengers and a ‘mail 
in October, and will arrive at Melbourne in time to commenee 
the regular service to Suez in January; the second boat will leave 
Southampton in November, the third in December, and the fourth 
in January, all arriving in time to continue the service from Sydney 
and Melbourne, monthly, in regular succession after January. The 
first mail will leave this country direct in the month of February 
to arrive at Suez in time to be carried on by the January boat 
arriving from Melbourne, and in time also to bring back the 
Australian mails brought by that boat. 

It is to be hoped that an arrangement will be made by which 
this new overland service will leave this country at dates inter- 
mediate with the present India mails, so that at least as far as 
Point de Galle we shall have the advantage of an additional mail 
every month to those which we now have; and we trust that it 
may be found practicable to put on branch steamers from Point 
de Galle to Calcutta in connection with this line, so that the addi- 
tional monthly mail may be made available for India. 

The sum to be paid for this service to the company undertaking 
it, is no less than 185,000/ a year:—one-half of which will be 
contributed by the colonies. This seems a very large subsidy, and 
can only be justified, first, by the great urgency of the service; |): 
and next, that the company which has been fortunate enough to 
obtain the contract, were not only prepared to commence it sooner }} 
than any other of the candidates, but that they underteok 
to perform it quicker by several days, and that they’ gave 
the best assurance for the due performance of the service) 
by unreservedly adopting the penalties which are made to 
apply to any failure in point of time. Hitherto penalties have 
been little better than a farce, because they have rarely been jj 
enforeed ; and where any discretion or doubt is left in such | cases 
it is plain that they will seldom be acted upon. In the present 
instance the penalties will apply, from whatever cause delay may 
arise. Time, in no case more forcibly than with regard to postal 
arrangements, can be said to be, money :—if the time proposed is 
faithfully kept the public will not begrudge the price to bepaid:= jf 
if on the other hand, time is lost, the cost to the public will 
be reduced. So, on the other hand, no stronger inducement ould 
be held out to the company undertaking the service to spare no-cost |

On the whole our trade is extending, and gradually becoming 
greater and greater. It is satisfactory to know, too, that the in- 
crease rests on a solid foundation—if only peace be not again in- 
terrupted—for other nations are increasing their trade also. 
The consumption in the five months of 1856, as might be ex- 
pected from the high price of grain and other things, and from 
the .several indications we have had to notice of a retarded pros- 
“perity—such as the increase of pauperism and the decrease of 
marriages—has hardly increased in the same ratio as consumption 
inthe five months of the two previous years. At present meat is 
‘very dear ; nevertheless in the five months of 1856 there has been 
a sensible decline in the imports of all kinds of animals, and some 
corresponding decrease in consumption. Of other articles which 
pay-duty, and of which the consumption is therefore better known,

The first measure referred to is much more complicated than the 
other, and conceals the great principle which recommends it to one 
party and has excited the fierce hostility of another—“ limited 
liability "—under its title of “ Joint Stock Companies Bill.” It is 
for the incorporation and regulation of joint stock companiés and 
other associations, and is intended to supersede the present enact- 
ments on the subject. It is earcfully and systematically drawn, 
and is divided into five parts. The first treats of the “ constitution 
and incorporation of companies and associations”; the second, of 
“the management and administration of them”; the third, of 
“ winding up”; the fourth, of the “registration office”; and the 
fifth relates to the “repeal of former acts and temporary provi- 
sions.” ‘The bill has 117 clauses, and, with the schedules, it fills 
54 pages. It repeals, with some reservation as to insurance com- 
panies, the 7 and 8 Vict., cap. 110, the 10 and 11 of Vict., 
cap. 78,—the Joint Stock Companies Registration, Incorporation, 
and Regulation Acts; and the 18 and 19 of Vict., cap. 133, the 
Limited Liability Act of 1855, with a reservation ag to any 
companies completely registered under the 8th of Her present 
Majesty. It repeals also the 11 of Vict., cap. 45, and the 12 and 
13 of Vict., capt. 108, being the Winding-up Acts, so far as concerns 
companies registered under this act. It is intended to comprise, 
therefore, the whole law on joint stock companies and associations, 
and is a consolidating, repealing, and amending act. Its chief and 
numerous provisions are a re-enactment, with amendments, of the 
existing acts for incorporating joint stock companies, for al- 
lowing companies to be formed with limited liability, and for 
winding them up. Its short title will be “The Joint Stock Com- 
panies Act, 1856.” 

It commences by excluding from its operation associations for 
banking and insurance. There may be a sufficient reason for this, 
but we cannot omit to remark that by the exclusion it virtually 
enacts one law for banking and insurance companies, and another 
law for other and similar associations, while it is desirable that all 
should be regulated by one law and on one principle. Since 
bankers, however, began to issue notes, it has been customary to 
treat banking, on account of a supposed interference with money 
and royal prerogatives, as different from other business, and sub- 
ject it to different laws, and we cannot expect that Parliament 
should all at once get rid of its ancient errors. Every business 
has, of course, its own rules and its own laws, which are different 
from those of every other business ; but it is not for legislation to 
prescribe rules or laws for carrying on business, any more than for 
making inventions and improvements in the arts, though these are 
subject, like business, to laws of their own ; and we are inclined to 
suppose that there is nothing peculiar in banking which ought to 
induce the Legislature to class it as trade apart from other trades, 
a fit object for special or class legislation. 


By the first part of the act, seven or more persons associated for 
any lawful purpose may, by subscribing their names to a memo- 
randum of association, and otherwise complying with the requi- 
sitions of the act in respect of registration, form themselves into 
an incorporated company, with or without limited liability. Fewer 
than seven persons, therefore, cannot, under this act, form a part- 
nership on the limited liability principle, and it expressly pro- 
hibits all companies once registered from carrying on business after 
the number of shareholders is reduced below seven. Companies, 
accordingly, may be wound up whenever the shareholders are re- 
duced in number to lessthan seven. With this restriction, and the 
restriction mentioned as to banking and insurance, it enables indi- 
viduals to form companies for any lawful purposes, on the prin- 
ciple of limited liability to the shareholners, and bestows on them, 
subject, however, to sar intricate and onerous regulations, all 
the powers of incorporated companies. 

Immediately after this limited permission there comes a prohi- 
bition. As not fewer than seven persons can form a company, so 
not more than twenty persons will be able after Nov. 3, 1856, to 
carry on business of any kind having gain for its object, unless 
they are registered as a company under this act, or be authorised 
by Act of Parliament, or letters patent, or be engaged in working 
mines under the stanuaries jurisdiction; and persons so carrying 
on business will be severally liable for the payment of the whole 
debts of the partnership. The memorandum of association, by 
subscribing which any numberof persons above seven may form a 
company, and which is consequently the basis of the whole, is to 
contain the following things :—The name of the proposed company ; 
the part of the kingdom in which the registered office of the com- 
pany is to be established ; its object; whether the liability of the 
shareholders be limited or unlimited; the amount of its nominal 
capital ; the number of shares and amount of each share ; and if 
the company be limited, this word is to be the last in its title, 
thus, “Eastern Steam Packet Company, Limited.” For the 
memorandum of association there is a prescribed formin a schedule, 
and this memorandum, when registered, will bind the company and 
the shareholders as if eaca shareholder had subscribed his name 
and fixed his seal tothe memorandum. It will consequently be-a 
very important document, to which all persons engaged in forming 
companies will have to give the closest attention. , 

It is impossible to advert to all the minute regulations of this 
extensive act. The above are its leading provisions. We must con- 
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tent ourselves with saying that in the first part, “ the constitution 
and incorporation of the companies,” it prohibits companies from 
assuming the names of existing companics, requi ubscri- 
ber of the memorandum to take at least one share in the com- 
pany, permits articles of association to be annexed to the memo- 
randum prescribing regulations for the company, but they must 
not contravene the voluminous regulations for the management of 
companies annexed by schedule to the bill. The articles of asso- 
ciation, of which the form is prescribed, will, like the memoran- 
dum, bind the company and the shareholders as if each share- 
holder had subscribed it, and, like it, will require the attention of 
all associates. Memorandums and articles are to be registered, and 
certain fees are to be paid for the registration, and, when regis- 
tered, the registrar is to certify that the company is incorporated, 
and if it be limited he is expressly to state it. When registered, 
the company will have the pdwer to issue shares, &c. There fol- 
lows numerous regulations concerning the registration of share- 
holders, with which the first part of the act concludes. 
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The second part prescribes in detail how companies are to be 
managed, requires them to have a registered office, to paint up the 
name of the company, and to have it engraved in legible characters 
on the seal and all notices and documents, and inflicts penalities for 
non-observance; it ordains general meetings, p yecial meet- 
ings, defines special resolutions, and requires copies to be given to 
every shareholder. Companies must have the permission of the 
Board of Trade to hold more tuan two acres of land, and must keep 
minutes of all their proceedings. A ption and definition 
are given of the legal instruments of companies, and provisions 
are made for adapting their proceedings to the English and the 
Scotch law of conveyance. ‘The Board of Trade may order an 
inspection of the affairs of companies, and companics may ap- 
point inspectors of their own to examine their own affairs, and 
the reports of these inspectors are to be evidence in legal proceed- 
ings. In short, as far as we know, the management of companies 
is fully provided for ; but experience has taught us with over- 
whelming proof that all such regulations are, after a time, found to 
be inadequate, incomplete, and injurious. 

Weshall say nothing of the provisions for winding up,—the third 
part of the act,which carry out more effectually, and are consequently 
ver y numerous, the provisions of the previous acts on the subject. 
Nor is it necessary to say more of the fourth part, the “ registra 
tion office,” than that the formation of the office, and the appoi 
ment of all the persons connected with it, continue to be placed 
entirely in the hands of the Board of Trade. Every precaution 
which legal ingenuity can invent seems to be taken to 
trading by companies, whether formed on the principle of limited 
or unlimited liability, perfectly safe. Whether such numerous pre- 
cautions be not incompatible with their success, and whether the 
Legislature may not defeat by its minute care the objects it pro- 
fesses to promote, are questions which time only can solve. 
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We cannot say that the Legislature now, or at any time, in 
making new regulations as to companies, with which it has

occupied itself off and on for about a quarter of a century, has | 


meant to place impediments in the way of the formation of com- 
panies to carry on business; but certainly the effect of subjecting 
them to heaps of cumbrous regulations, to which private business 
cannot be subjected, places them in relation to it ata disadvantage. 
We shall be surprised if encouragement be really given by this 
act to the formation of companies. The Legislature, from some 
old and, we believe, unfounded prejudice—for there is no reason 
why men should not be fully at liberty to carry on honest busi- 
ness of ail kinds by means of convenient associations as by single 
hands—and many reasons why they should—may have en- 
deavoured to preserve advantages to private traders as against com- 
ies ; but certainly, under such complicated and often changed 
WS as ours, it is surprising that such associations have flourished 
at all in competition with tolerably free private enterprise. They 
must be very suitable to the circumstances of the age, or rather 
they must now be necessities of society, to succeed in spite of all 
the impediments sometimes, perhaps, designedly laid in their way 
by legislation since it began in 1826 to sanction means to pro- 
mote their, establishment. The superiority of private manage- 
ment, and the success of private enterprise, as general rules, are 
not doubted; and when associations, encumbered by minute legis- 
lation, flourish in spite of it, they must be very much needed. 





“CROSSED” DRAFTS UPON BANKERS. 


Tux following is the form in which the bill relating to “ crossed” 
cheques upon bankers has finally been passed by the Legisla- 
ture :— 

Aw Act T0 AMEND THE Law RELATING TO DRaFTs ON BANKERS. 

Whereas doubts have arisen as to the obligations of bankers with respect 
to cross-written drafts: and whereas it would conduce to the ease of com- 
merce, the security of property, and the prevention of crime, if drawers or 
holders of drafts on bankers payable to bearer or to order on demand were 
enabled effectually to direct the payment of the same to be made only to or 
through some banker: be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most excel- 
lent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows :— 

I. In every case where a draft on any banker made payable to bearer or 
to order on demand bears across its face an addition, in written or stamped 
letters, of the name of any banker, or of the words “ and company,” in 
full or abbreviated, either of such additions shall have the force of a direc. 
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tion to the banker upon whom such draft is made that the same is to 
paid only to or through some banker, and the same shall be payable on} 
to or through some banker. y 

II. In the construction of this act the word ‘‘ banker” 
person or persons or corporation,

The provisions of this act are simple, and really bring into 
unison the state of the law with what has hitherto been the prac. 
tice with regard to “ crossed” cheques: viz., that the “crossing” 
of a cheque, either in blank or with the name of a banker, has been 
understood to mean that such cheques were not to be paid over the 
counter to any one presenting them, but that they would be paid 
to or through some banker by the medium of the Clearing House 
or otherwise.

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IMPROVEMENT OF SETTLED ESTATES. 

THAT the obstacles which exist to the improvement of settled 
estates are exciting the serious attention of the most  intellj. 
gent of the owners of land and their agents we have constantly 
recurring proofs. The want of improvement on such property ig 
most obvious : how to effect it is not a matter quite easy of solution, 
when all the circumstances, habits, and prejudices which sur. 
round the ownership of entailed land in this country are considered, 
And the subject will not be, we are satisfied, ever effective] 
dealt with in detail. Nearly all the acts passed for enabling the 
improvement of settled estates are from some cause or other prac- 
tically inoperative, and we have no great faith in the better suc- 
cess of any smail legislation of that sort. But as a sign of the 
times, the Marquis of Salisbury—no great improver or encourager 
of improvement—brought in a bill to enable landowners to charge 
their settled estates with money laid out by themselves in im- 
provement, and, strange to say, this modicum of relaxation of the 
noxious system of entails met with so much opposition in the 
Hlouse of Lords, that its author has withdrawn it. We have been 
led to these remarks by the following letter from Mr Newitt Davis; 
but the subject requires to be regarded on a broader principle ;— 

Those who are acquainted with the farming of England will readily 
agree with me that much has yet to be done to enable farmers to raise 


} corn at a profit, should we return to the low prices of the first four or 


five years of free trade ; and the value of Jand may very generally be said to 
be but half developed, from the want of better buildings, draining, clean- 
ing, and other improvements necessary toenabie farmers to make the most 
from it. This being so, one would suppose that a plan by which capital 
may be brought to effect these improvements without diminishing the 
landowners income would be most acceptable, and more particularly so 
to the owners of settled estates. Acting on this idea, Mr Humbert, of 
Watford, has for the last six months been urging on the attention 
of members of Parliament the importance of passing a general act to 
allow the owners of settled estates to charge their properties for a limited 
number of years with an annual rent-charge in repayment of money 
expended in their permanent improvement ; but, strange to say, he has 
failed in bringing many into his views, notwithstanding that similar 
powers have been given to several companies, and the principle is working 
well, and four millions of the public money has of late years been ad- 
vanced in this way in draining alone, to the great advantage of the tenants 
and permanent benefit of the estates. 

That it is generally hopeless to expect large outlay of capital on settled 
estates without some such security, must be evident. The owners, unless 
in possession of other means, are seldom disposed to make large invest 
ments in the improvement of such properties, however great may be the 
returns, for they too often have to look to the savings from the annual 
incomes as their only means of providing for younger children, and 
cannot afford to spend this in the improvement of land to benefit the 
heir at their cost, or their tenure is too uncertain to induce them to make 
the outlay, and it is to this we may ascribe that so much tand in this 
country lies half cultivated, or in unprofitable wood or pasture. Were 
the owners allowed to charge their land with the repayment of the cost 
of such permanent improvements by annual payments, and permitted to 
sell the rent-charges so created, they would find no difficulty in bringing 
any amount of capital to the improvement of land, and British capital 
that now goes into foreign schemes from the want of such iegitimate 
employment at home would be freely lent to landowners to increase the 
productions of our own country, and in this way the landowner might 
have his estate improved free of cost (for the tenant would freely pay 
the rent-charge), with the certainty of the future income being increased 
as the rent-charges ceased. The heir would receive the estate improved 
freeof cost, and the country would get the benefit of the increased em- 
ployment given to the labourers and the enlarged production that would 
result from the greater fertility thus created. 
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MEMORIALS OF His Timz. By Henry Lorp Cocksury. 
Black, Edinburgh. 
Tu1s volume, though fu'l of sensible and agreeable gossip, will be chiefly 
interesting to Scotchmen, and among Scotchmen to those who are or have 
been resident in the capital of that portion of the United Kingdom. It 
consists mainly though not exclusively of brief obituary notices and neatly 
sketched characters of Lord Cockburn’s acquaintances and friends, many of 
whom were among the most remarkable men of the last half-century,—bat 
many of whom also never had more than a local reputation, nor were even 
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known by name across the border. Thus we hear of Brougham, Jeffrey, 
Horner, Moncrieff, Chalmers, Dugald Stewart, and Lord Melville, and are 
glad to have them delineated by one who knew them well. But we also 
hear, and much more in detail, of Hermand, Eskgrove, Braxfield, Blairs 
Dundas, Hope, and others, in whom it is impossible for us at this time of 
day to feel the slightest interest. 

Lord Cockburn’s reminiscences extend from 1787, when he went to 
school, to 1832, when his volume closes, His first teacher was brutal and 
incapable, “ Out of the whole four years of my attendance (says the future 
eminent Judge) there were probably not ten days in which I was not flogged 
at least once. 
fectly qualified both in ability and preparation for its whole 





Yet I never entered the class, nor left it, without feeling per- 
business,” 
Though afterwards transferred to a fur better master, the account given by 
Lord Cockburn indicates a very rough scene and age. 

“As mere school years, these six were very fruitlessly spent. The 
hereditary evils of the system and the place were too great for correction 
even by Adam; and the general tone of the school was vulgar and harsh. 
Among the boys, coarseness of language and manners was the only 
fashion. No lady could be seen within the walls. Nothing evidently 
civilised was safe. Two of the masters in particular were so savage, that 
any master doing now what they did every hour would certainly be 
transported.”

Steam Communication with Australia. 


Mr James LAMING, manager of the General Screw Steam Shipping Com- 
pany, being of opinion that the route understood to have been decided 
upon by the Lords of the Treasury for the postal communication with 
our Australian Colonies is not the best that might have been adopted, 
has addressed the Lord Mayor on the subject. As we treated of 
this matter in our columns last week, we only give Mr Laming’s re- 
presentation on the disputed point;—which is to the effect that if 
fitting ships, i. e. screw steamers of 3,000 tons, were employed, the 
outward voyage to Melbourne direct round Africa might be made in 
50 days,—and the home voyage also round Africa, but touching for 
two days at Mauritius and two more at tue Cape, might be made in 
64 days. Those pissengers and the mails, where speed was an object, 
might be met by a branch steamer from Mauritius to Aden and Suez, 
arf accomplish the voyage to England in 45 days. This, he con- 
ceives, would bea preter ible plan to that inclined to by the Treasury, 
viz..the route by Suez, Aden, and the Point de Galle both ways,— 
seeing that the outward voyage would be as quick, and the home- 
ward one quicker for those who were in haste, and cheaper and not 
much longer for tiiose who were desirous to avoid the nuisance of 
transhipment. We must observe, however, that the outward voyage 
to Melbourne never has been made in 50 days, though probably ere 
long it may be. 





Maps of Central America. 

Mr Wy -p and Mr Stanford have each of them published most opportunely 
amap of those districts on which the diplomatic dispute between our 
Government and that of the United States has for the moment con- 
centrated so large a portion of the public attention.

Although the bill presented to the Legislative Body by the Govern- 
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ment for erasing prohibitions from the Customs tariff of France, estab- | 


lishes, as was shown in my last letter, such enormously high import 
duties on the articles referred to as to constitute a virtua! prohibition, 
the cotton manufacturers of this country have got up a tremendous 
clamour against it, and have published almost everywhere statements 
bristling with figures to demonstrate that the said high duties (though on 
some articles equal to 100 per cent. at the least, as was proved last week 
by a letter of M. Dollfus, not Dollpis, as erroneously printed, himself a 
manufacturer,) are not only lamentably insufficient, but if substituted for 
positive prohibition will lead to their utter ruin. Thus, these French 
manufacturers are stil] the same that they ever were—obstinately bent 
on preserving at every cost an unjust monopoly—wantonly blind to the 
plainest facts and figures, which tell them that what the bill proposes to 
do can do them no harm, and the foreigner no good,—utterly regard- 
less of the gross contradiction between their professed fear of the substi- 
tution of enormous protective duties for prohibition, and the loud boast- 
ing at the Universal Exhibition of the wonderful progress they had made in 
their manufactures,—a progress which they modestly represented placed 
them on a level with the principal manufacturing nations, and made them 
superior to the others. The unreasoning selfishness of these gentlemen was 
so gross that it was to be expected that the Government,which to its cre- 
dit be it said, is really anxious to continue the liberal commercial policy 
it has commenced with so much success, would have treated their 
clamours with civil contempt,—certain as it must have felt that in so 
doing it would obtain the sympathy of the enlightened part of the nation, 
and would act in accordance with common justice. But I am sorry to 
say that the Government has deemed it prudent, for political considera- 
tions, to make concessions in the hope of stopping their mouths. On 
Sunday, it caused the official Moniteur to say that “their fears were 
without foundation,” for that ‘the Government, in deciding that the 
removal of prohibitions should be proposed to the Legislative Body, 
meant that they should be replaced by high protecting duties,” and that 
not only had the new tariffs been drawn in this point of view, but that 
to attain the object more completely, the Government itself meant to 
propose the increase of certain duties in those tariffs.” Andon Monday 
it had presented to the Legislative Body a bill declaring that in place of 
the duties preposed in the original bill, cotton tissues should pay others 
equal to 35 per cent. on their value, woollen tissues others equal to 30 
per cent., and ready-made clothes others equal to 40 per cent. Such 
duties are evidently grossly exaggerated, but they of course fail to satisfy 
men who stand out for nothing less than absolute prohibition. The 
amended bill is now before a committee of the Legislative Body, and this 
committee is as unfavourable to it as it well can be. But if the Govern- 
ment be firm, it will perhaps not dare, in spite of all its bluster, to go 
the length of recommending the rejection of it. 

The reason of the Government giving way to the manufacturers is a 
mystery to many persons. But! believe that it is nothing less than the 
dread that these gentiemen might have the audacity to fulfil a sort of 
menace which they let fall, of closing their manufactories and throwing 
their hands out of work, in the event of the bill being passed. Now, 
the possibility of having several score thousand workmen suddenly cast 
adrift, without the means of livelihood, in such towns as Lille, Rouen, 
Mulhouse, and St Quentin, was not one which the Government could 
contemplate with much complacency, for in the present political condi- 
tion of France, it might have produced political convulsion. It is true 
that such convulsion would have been as disastrous to the manufacturers 
as to the Government, perhaps more so; but that consideration would 
not have checked the Prohibitionists. 

The Government, I think, made a great mistake in presenting the bill 
to the Legislative Body at al!. By the constitution the Emperor bis the 
power of modifying the Customs tariff as he pleases, and this power he 
has within the last two years frequently exercised—in the case of coal 
and iron, and many other things, forexample. Why could he not do so 
with regard to the articles with which the bill deals? Surely if his con- 
stitutional power extends to the length of enabling him, without any 
other formality than thesigning of a simple decree, to say whether duties 
on any and every article in the tariff shall be high or low, it enables him 
to say whether certain articles shall continue to be prohibited in express 
terms, or shall be rated at a heavy duty. “But,” it is said, “ he was 
afraid to take the responsibity on himself of dealing with so many ar- 
ticles at once, and of exposing himself to the reproach amongst the 
workmen of the large towns (a reproach which their employers would 
take care to make, and which the men’s ignorance would cause theiv to 
believe) of injuring the French labour market to the benefit of foreigners.” 
The answer, however, to these specious objections is very easy :—His Ma- 
jesty might have made the required changes one by one, and at rather 
long intervals; and he would thereby have been able to prevent that 
combination amongst the protected interests which makes them so for- 
midable, and which alone gives them the command of the working 
masses. 

The Legislative Body has adopted a bill for modifying the tariff on 
colonial sugar, and another for enabling the department of the Seine— 
i.e., the city of Paris—to borrow 50,000,000f (2,000,000/). 

An Imperial decree fixes the import duty on cloves at 30c the kilo- 
gramme, and that on cocca of all kinds brought in by foreign vessels at 
75f the 100 kilogrammes. 

The damage done by the inundations is variously estimated at from 
8,000,000/ to 12,000,000; sterling. But as no regular estimate of it has 
been made, the figures can only be regarded asa mere guess. New inun- 


dations have taken piace in certain departments, but they do not appear 
to have caused very much injury. 

The money market still continues to excite serious concern, and it has 
been in a very depressed state during the week, thougha little better to- 
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1 day, owing chiefly to the reduction of discount by the Bank of England, 

The Threes, which on Thursday last closed at 70f 50e for cash, and 706 75e 
forthe end of the month, are to-day at the same prices; the Credit 
Mobilier, which on that day which were at 1,720f both for cath and 
time, are now at 1,555f for cash, and 1,550f for end} of the month:

at 930f. Some new “executions” have taken place,—one of them of g 
specuJator who has absconded, leaving a deficit of some 40,0007. The 
great ‘question, whether the fall is nearly atan end, or whether it is 
destined to go much further, continues to be eagerly discussed. On the 
one hand, people say that a rise must take place because many millions 
of francs will soon be distributed in the half-year’s interest and divi. 
dends, andithey will be employed in purchases,—because also the present 
very low price of rente is temptingJover English capital for invest. 
ment therein, and because with the rente all other securities will improve, 
But, on the other hand, it is said that the employment of the half-year’s 
interest and dividends has been already anticipated ; that the market js 
absolutely incapable of meeting all the enormous engagements into 
which it has entered, oris invited to enter,~—-namely, the payment of in- 
stalments of 1,200,000/ sterling a month for the Government loan, very 
nearly 10.000,000/ sterling required by the great railway companies for 
prolongation of lines and other purposes, and heaven knows how many 
millions sterling for innumerable speculations of all kinds to which the 
last few months have given birth;—it is said, too, that the evils of the 
reckless speculations which have been carried on for so long a time will 
be felt for months to come ; that the state of the'growing crops is such as 
at least to cause some uneasiness, and that the receipts for railways and 
Customs returns of the year present a decline,—a proof of the slackness 
of trade. 


According to an official return which has been published this day, the 
price of wheat for ell France for the month just ended was 31f the hecto- 
litre, which wasan advance of 2f 17c on the price of the preceding week, 
The inundations have naturally had grgat influence in causing this rise, 


The Customs department has published official returns of the trade of 
France with her colonies and foreign countries in the years 1853, 1854, 
and 1855. They are very gratifying in almost every respect, either to 
France or to foreign countries, and in most cases to both. First, as to 
shipping :—The French vessels employed in making importations, which 
in 1853 were 9,210 in number, of 1,065,688 tons burden, rose in 1854 
to 9,307, of 1,131,702 tons: and in 1855 to 9,587, of 1,248,086 tons; of 
foreign vessels employed the number was 1},569, of 1,685,011 tons bur- 
den, in 1853; 10,980, of 1,608,607 tons, in 1854; and 13,400, of 
2,054,482 tons, in 1855. Thus, though French shipping has not pro- 
gressed in the same proportion as foreign, it has yet obtained a 
great increase ; and this, considering the drooping state in which it was 
for many years, is more than was to have been expected. In exporta- 
tions the French vessels employed were, in 1855, 6,625, of 796,350 
tons burden; in 1854, 5,726, of 786,733 tons; and in 1855, 5,768, 
of 933,948 tons: of foreign vessels the numbers in the three years 
were 8,856 of 1,058,315 tons; 7,919, of 1,050,562 tons; and 8,002, 
of 1,096,750 tons. Here we see that whilst the number of French 
vessels has diminished their tonnage has increased; and this is 
a very excellent thing for France, as it shows that the grievous 
reproach under which she laboured for so many years of having scarcely 
any ships of large tonnage in her mercantile navy is in a fair way of 
being removed. Turning now to the tables of importations, we find facts 
full of interest :—First, a great increase in the number of live stock 
brought in,—namely, 31.046 oxen and cows in 1853, 83,805 in 1854, and 
114,070 in 1855; 191526 lambs and sheep in 1853, 278,688 in 1854, 
and 314,419 in 1855; and other animals in the three years, 141,180, 
176,255, and 196,907. Yet in spite of this increase, we have heard no 
complaints from farmers and breeders, though for many years they 
vehemently opposed the admission of foreign oxen and sheep, on the 
ground that it would cause them utter ruin:—and we know that the 
consequence of that admission is, that tens of thousands of French 
workmen and agricultural labourers, who scarcely ever touched meat 
from week’s end to week’s end, now take it almost daily. The next 
thing to be noticed is that the importations of sugar and coffee largely 
increased—a proof of the spread of comfort amongst the masses. 
Colonial sugar, for example, which was 656,821 metrical quintals* in 
1853, rose to 822,114 in the following year, and 907,473 in 
1855 ; foreign sugar, which was 308,780 metrical quintals in- 
1853, rose to 380,678 in 1854, and 506,549 in 1855:—coffee, which 
was 199,568 metrical quintals in 1853, rose to 217,200 in 1854, and 
267,406 in 1855. The more favourable harvest, too, only rendered it 
necessary to import 3,953,735 hectolitrest of corn, instead of 5,097,445 
as in 1854, and 4,469,847 as in 1853; and 284,200 metrical 
quintals of flour, instead of 687,604 and 313,937. As to coal and metals 
they present a large increase, which fully justifies the Government in 
reducing the duties thereon, and calls for a still further reduction. 
Coal was in 1853, 28,181,922 metrical quintals; in 1854, 31,238,929; 
and in 1855, 38,171,614; cast iron, 736,736'metrical quintals, 834,160, 
and 1,182,096; iron in bars including rails, 39,186, 71,980, and 546,405 ; 
copper, 159,193, 151,626, and 239,429; lead, 159,193, 151,626, and 
239,429. In wool also there was an increase, the figures being for the three 
years 246,080 met. quint., 243,314, and 335,353. With respect to exporta- 
tion, the returns are not quite so favourable. The wines fell from 1,976,026 
hectolitrest in 1853 to 1,330,313 in 1854, and 1,214,977 in 1855; 
brandy and alcohol, from 270,020 hectolitres to 158,867 and 159,869 ; 
corn, from 1,768,023 hectolitres to 177,771 and 28,723; flour, from 
449,547 met. quint. to 108,492 and 100,783; paper, from 74,589 to

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86,761 ; hemp and flax, from 33,605 to 12,774 and 3,005; hemp and 
flax , 1,628 to 1,500 and 1,381 ; and prepared skins, from 44,497 to 
38 and 41,078. Furniture, too, fell from 5,600,000f to 5,200,000f in 
each of the other two years; modes only rose from 5,600,000f to 
6,300,000f in the other two years; skins for gloves remained nearly sta- 
tionary, 18,517 met, quint., 16,557, and 18,258; and so did cotton yarn, 
2,281 met. quint., 2,227, and 2,352. In other articles, however, there was 
an improvement :—Madder, 152,833 met. quint., 159,985, and 168,005 ; 
machinery, 23,914, 23,487, and 34,257 ; soap,,60,649, 65,763, and 73,240; 
salt, 822,598, 917,315, and 1,171,784 ; silks, 3,551, 2654, and 3,952; re- 
fined sugar, 180,475, 249,213, and 322,636 ; woollen tissues, 49,387 
47,380, and 55,710 ; silk do., 25,542, 22,608 and 26,754; cotton do. 
79,788, 76,576, and 97,643; flax and hemp do., 17,415, 16,480, and 
22,464; glass and crystal, 224,066, 254,161, and 292,762, With 
regard to the precious metals the figures are very curious:—thus, 
the gold imported in the three years was of the value of 318,800,000f, 
480,700,000f, and 380,900,000f ; the silver of 112,600,000f, 99,800,000f 
and 120,900,000f: the gold exported 39,700,000f, 64,600,000f 
and 162,500,000f; and the silver, 229,500,000f,  263,500,000f, 
and 318,100,000f. The “ official” value of the total importations into 
France—that is, the value estimated by a fixed scale of many years stand- 
ing—was, in 1853, 1,631,400,000f ; in 1854, 1,709,200,000f ; and in 
1855, 1,950,700,000f (65,256,000/ sterling, 68,368,000, 78,028,000/); and 
of these France retained for her own use, 1,103,500,000f, 1,158,000,000f, 
and 1,364,800,000f—the rest being re-exported or in transit for other 
countries. The total official value of exports made from France was in 
the three years 1,861,300,00Cf, 1,787,900,000f, and 2,027,800,000f ; and 
in them French productions figured for 1,363,200,000f, 1,261,100,000f, 
and 1,445,200,000f. These totals do not include the precious metals. 
The “ official” value of exports and imports was in 1854 about 12 per 
cent. less than the real value ; the difference for 1855 is not stated. 


Returns for the month of May last compared with the corresponding 
month of the two preceding years, and of the first five months of the 
present year compared with the corresponding period of the two years 
preceding, have also been published; but they are by no means so 
favourable as those above referred to, inasmuch as they show a marked 
falling off for the present year compared with the last, though last year 
we were in the very thick of a terrible war, without the slightest rea- 
sonable hope of peace, whilst we began this year with the hope of peace, 
and had peace definitively “ signed, sealed, and delivered,’ before the 
end of March. The [amount of the Customs dues received in May last 
was 15,087.474f, whilst that of the same month of 1855 was 
16,554,742f:—that of May 1854 was 13,082,551f. The amount received 
in the first five months of the present year was 66,674,746f, whereas 
that cf the same period in 1855 was 70,489,748f:—that of the same 
five months of 1854 was 54,293,645f. These figures are very singular, 
and will, combined with the fall in the vente and other securities on the 
Bourse, show how unfounded were the hopes of those who saw in the 
conclusion of peace, the commencement of an era of unexampled com- 
mercial prosperity. Asa set-off to these figures, the principal exports 
present an increase both for the month of May and the five months. 
For the latter period for example, ordinary wines figure for 620,532 
hectolitres in 1856, 447,794 in 1855, and 661,989 in 1854; machines, 
&e., for 1,657,293f this year, 1,534,381f last year, and 1,135,396f 
in’1854; modes for 3,180,246f this year, 2,123,954f in 1855, and 
2,263,126f in 1854; salt 771,314 metrical quintals this year, 541,426 
Jast year, and 442,392 in the year preceding; refined sugar in the three 
periods, 172,826 metrical quintals, 116,720, and 97,377 ; woollen tissues, 
24,037 metrical quintals, 16,435, and 17,856; glass and crystal, 
111,263 metrical quintals, 99,724, and 93,185; silk tissues, 11,723 
metrical quintals, 9,359, and 9,111. The shipping returns are also 
favourable for France :——-The number of French ships entered inwards in 
the first five months of 1856 was 3,633 of 516,021 tons burden; of 
1855, 3,256 of 445,522 tons ; and of 1854, 381 of 468,456 tons :—of the 
same ships that sailed the number was—first five months of 1856, 
2;664 of 446,207 tons; of 1855, 2,412 of 376,760 tons; and 2,663 of 
349,227 tons. As to foreign ships, the number entered inwards in the 
three epochs was 5,556 of 933,172 tons, 5,027 of 773,497 tons, and 
4.755 of 723,735 tons:—entered outwards, 3,127 of 463,383 tons, 
2,870 of 406,646 tons, and 3,348 of 481,286 tons. 


The Directors of the Compagnie Generale des Caisses d’Escompte have 
just a declared a dividend of 10 per cent. on the last year’s operations. 


From Belgium we learn that the Government has announced in its 
official Moniteur, that ‘it has resolved to adjourn its decision on the 
various demands for the formation of new companies which have been 
addressed to it.’

Oatu oF ABJURATION BILL. 

The second reading of this bill was moved by Lord Lyndhurst in the 
Lords on Monday. Ina the course of his speech, the noble lord observed 
~The general demeanour of the Jewish people was quiet and inoffen- 
sive, and, in worshipping God according to their own consience, they 
evinced no desire whatever to interfere with the national religion. He 
asked for this concession to the Jews as a right, and not as a favour. 
Ona a subject affecting the composition of the other House of Parliament 
to insist on the retention of a passage in an act of Parliament which 
had become obsolete he submitted was inconsistent with sound policy 
and the principles of the constitution. Reminding their lordships that 
thousands of petitions had been presented to them from time to time 
praying them to admit the Jews, and that on seven or eight different 
occasions bills of this kind had come up to their lordships’ house 
from the Commons, only to be rejected, he suggested that these were

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circumstances that required caution and careful consideration, and 
called upon them, asan act of simple justice to a meritorious class of 
their fellow-subjects, to tear from the statute-book an enactment which 
excluded them from a privilege open to every other member of the 
community. 

Earl Stanhope moved that the bill be read that day six months; and 
the house, on a division, réjected the second reading of the bill by a 
majority of 32—the contents being 46 present and 32 proxies—total, 
78; and the non contents, 66 present and 44 proxies—total, 110. 

On Tuesday, the second reading of the Oath of Abjuration Amend- 
ment Bill, in which the formula ‘‘ On the true faith of a Christian” was 
retained, Was moved by the Earl of Derby, and agreed to aftera brie 
discussion. 





EDUCATION IN IRELAND. 


In the Commons, on Monday, Mr Fortescue moved a resolution,— 
That the house had observed with satisfaction the progress made in the 
instruction of the poorer classes of Her Majesty’s Irish subjects under 
the direction of the Commissioners of National Education, and was of 
opinion that in the administration of that system there should be 
maintained a strict and undeviating adherence to its fundamental 
principles, by excluding all compulsory religious teaching, being 
convinced that no plan for the education of the Irish poor can be carried 
into effectual operation unless it be explicitly avowed and clearly 
understood that no attempt shall be made to influence or disturb the 
peculiar religious tenets of any sect or denomination of Christians. 

Mr Walpole said, as the resolution was framed with the view of 
rescinding a late decision of the house, he thought it would be expected 
that he should state the course which the house should take with 
reference to the resolution, as connected with the address. Two grave 
questions were raised by the resolution; one materially affected the 
relations of that house with the Crown; the other related more 
particularly to the merits of the motion. With regard to the first, he 
was of opinion that when an address was voted to the Crown the house 
should not lightly recur to the subject until it had received an answe 
to the address, and this was the ordinary rule. A contrary proceeding 
would place the house in a false position, unseemly as regarded the 
Crown. The resolution rested upon two grounds,—first, that the 
address, if adopted as it was, would subvert the national system ; 
secondly, that the necessary consequence of the address was to substitute 
a new system of education in Ireland that would have the effect of 
enabling persons to proselytise children of another faith. As to the first, 
he defied any one to point out in the terms of the address, or in the 
observations he made, any intention to subvert the national system, 
which his object was to supplement, by giving to every class and portion 
of the community a share of the grant, of which they should not be de- 
prived by any regulation which interfered with conscientious scruples. 
With respect to the second reason, that he desired to substitute for a rule 
of the National Board another rule of the Church Education Society, 
which would facilitate proselytism, this argument proceeded, he said, 
upon the false assumption that he entertained such intention, whereas he 
had never made an observation that could lead any one to infer that he 
would willingly interfere with parental authority or the rights of 
conscience, or compel particular religious teaching; on the contrary, 
he held that such an attempt ought not to be made, and if his proposition 
could not be carried into effect without those consequences, he would 
be the first man to say the address ought not tostand. But there was 
nothing in it which led to that conclusion. To no part of the resolution 
could he object; though he could not consent to it if it amounted toa 
rescission of the address; but, believing that it amounted only to a 
revision of it, he was willing to adopt the resolution, in order to remove 
any doubt as to the intention of the address. He took the address and 
the resolution together, and considered them as embodying one proposi- 
tion, that it was most unjust to deprive any part of the community of a 
share of a public grant, while no attempt should be made to interfere 
with parental authority or invade the rights of conscience. 

Lord John Russell remarked that the position in which the house was 
placed was one of some embarrassment. There was very great incon- 
venience in not allowing an address to the Crown to receive more than 
one discussion, He considered the subject of so much importance to 
the prospects of education and to the peace of Ireland that he was ready 
to consent to a reversal of the Vote, and the only fault he felt with the 
resolution was that it was not more direct. With respect to the address, 
the rule being equality, it proposed to introduce inequslity, and for liberty 
and harmony it would substitute exclusion and discord, and, in spite of 
the professed intentions of its advocates, must put an end to the mixed 
system of education. 

Mr Grogan moved to add at the end of the resolution the following 
words :—“ But that, consistently with these principles, the house is of 
opinion that no school should be disentitled to receive aid from the funds 
of the board because the rules of such school require that a portion of 
the Scriptures should be read each day by each child, as part of the 
general instruction of the school.” The house divided upon Mr Grogan’s 
amendment, which was negatived by 282 to 95. The original resolution 
was then agreed to.

The second reading of this bill came on for discussion in the Commons 
on Wednesday. Mr H. Herbert moved that it be read that day six 
months. On a division, the amendment was rejected by 174 to 168. 
Before the bill could be read a second time, the house adjourned. 

On Thursday, Mr Spooner withdrew the bill, promising to bring it in 
again next session.

Posta, CoMMUNICATION WITH AUSTRALIA. 

Inthe Commons, on Thursday, Mr Wilson stated the arrangements 
which Government had entered into for a rapid postal communication 
with Australia as follows :—In arranging for a service of such difficulty, 
the Government felt it their duty to require that the arrangements should 
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be of such a nature as would not only be satisfactory to the colony, but | great and general satisfaction. 


as would promise to be permanent in their nature. After much con- 
sideration thereupon they decided upon inviting tenders, with a view of 
testing the best means of communication and the shortest time within 
which the service could be performed. The offers received by the Go- 
verment, in answer to the invitation, convinced them and the represen- 
tatives of the colonies in this country, that the only certain way of reach- 
ing Australia in the shortest possible time wa: by the overland route and 
the Red Sea. The representatives of the colonies as well as the Admi- 
ralty were satisfied that the communication should be by Suez, Point de 
Galle, then round Cape Louis to Melbourne. That being the case, the 
Treasury on the authority of the Admiralty invited tenders for the ser- 
vice by that route. We have received four tenders. One company 
poses to carry the mails for a comparatively small sum of money, but 
with this disadvantage, that they have no vessels yet 
should have, according to the terms of their tender, to w 
beforethe vessels could be built, and three mon ths more before they could 
be placed upon the station. It is obvious in a case of such urgency, 
this offer could not be accepted. The next was in all r¢ 
its nature ; the sum demanded for the service was not very large, but 
here again the vessels had to be built; and under these cu

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other. The third tender was ma by a well-known and very powerful 
company, which is perfectly capable of carrying out the service, having 
already in their possession a sufficient number of vessels, and of sufficient 
service for the purpose.

tact in weighing evidence, and far greater facilities than an ordi- 
nary man to form an opinion. Whatever differences of opinion 
may, therefore, have been entertained by individuals or in the 
commercial world on the case of Mr Mark Boyd, the decision of 
the Bankruptcy Court, in awarding him a first class certificate on 
Thursday, will be universally acquiesced in. We are glad to re- 
cord it as redeeming one case that has excited much attention 
§ from the charge of unjust and improper conduct. 


We learn, by the arrivals from the States, that a more cheerful 
tone pervaded the money market of New York in the few days 
previous to the llth inst. ‘The market was easier, and the 
secounts of the growing crops were favourable. Money was ac- 
cumulating in the banks, and they held 16,000,000 dols, a greater 
sum than they have held at any time in the previous twelve 
months. ‘The disbursements from the National ‘Treasury on ac- 
count of the Texan indemnity have in part found their way to the 
banks, 

We copy the following from the New York Shipping List as an 
encouragement for us :—‘ ‘The decimal currency recently adopted 
by the Corn Exchange Association works smoothly now, though 
it was somewhat awkward at first. Other branches of trade, we pre- 
sme, will probably adopt it soon. We learn, by a private letter 

i from Boston, that our neighbours of the Corn Exchange have 


already done so.”

The quotation of gold at Paris is about 2 per mille premium, and the 

® short exchange on London in 25.35 per 1! sterling. On comparing these 

mtes with the English mint price of 3/ 17s 10}d per ounce for stand- 

ud gold, it appears that gold is about 5°10ths per cent. dearer in 
London than in Paris. 

By advices from Hamburg the price of gold is 423 per mark, and the 
short exchange on London is 13°5}; standard gold, at the English mint 
price, is therefore about 6-10ths per cent. dearer in London than in Ham- 
burg. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
tight is 109% per cent., which, as compared with the Mint par between 
the two countries, shows that the exchange is slightly in favour of Eng- 
land ; and, after making allowance for charges of transport and difference 
interest, the present rate leaves a trifling profit on the importation of gold 
from the United States.

tendency have been established in our market since our last report. The 
business which is being transacted seems to be of a bona fide character, 
and may probably increase under the influence of cheaper money and a 
few favourable changes in the weather. 

The cloth market has been enlivened by a very brisk demand for 9-8th 
and 5-4th printing cloths, but there is also a fair business doing for India, 
and we have to raise our quotations for shirtings. 

The yarn market for the home consumption is also better, and 4d per 
lb advance was freely paid yesterday in Blackburn. 

Exporters, too, are pretty active, and it is asserted that stocks on the 
Continent are low, but that competition is again more than keen, and 
that sales are being forced in Germany by taking jd per lb below cost 
price, a system equally foolish as unnecessary. 

Unfortunately for the millowners, cotton, seems to be tightening along 
with yarns and cloths, and it is to be hoped that they will not assist any 
upward movement of the Liverpool market, as there is some prospect 
that the stock there may shortly approach the respectable figure of a 
million bales, an amount which it has not reached, we think, since 1845. 





Braprorp, June 26.—Pieces—There has been a fair attendance of 
merchants here to-day, and the general opinion is that more goods have 
been sold, but the prices are such as to leave no margin for the manu- 
facturer. Wool—The demand in this market continues languid, and 
comparatively little changed hands. Yarns—There is no improvement 
in the demand for yarns. There is a marked dulness in the export trade, 
which is not usual at this season. 

NotrTincHaM, June 25.—This being the season of stock-taking, there 
is not much doing in the lace trade. In hosiery, from the same cause 
as in lace, there is less doing; still manufacturers have no cause to com- 
plain, as the trade has been, and indeed continues, healthy. 

LeEps, June 24.—The tone of the woollen cloth-market to-day has 
been fully as cheerful as on Saturday last. In both the coloured and 
the white cloth halls there has been a good attendance of buyers, who 
purchased freely of cloths for the fall trade at prices rather below those 
demanded at the commencement of the present month. 

HuppDERSFIELD, June 24.—There has been a moderate attendance of 
buyers from London and Dublin in the market this morning, but their 
purchases have been limited. The demand for low goods for shipping 
has somewhat decreased, and the transactions in others kinds are not 
extensive. 

LeicesTER, June 24.—Our staple trade still continues dull, and we fear 
that much improvement cannot be expected till the demand for autumn 
goods sets in. 

RocupaLe, June 23.—Wool—To-day business has been very limited, 

and there is no disposition on the part of manufacturers to purchase, 
@ Haurrax, June 21.—Our market to-day has had a more cheerful 
appearance, and the prospect is much more encouraging. A good business 
was done in wool at the late prices. There is no disposition on the part 
of dealers to yield; all are firm. The piece trade presents no feature 
worthy of record.

LONDON MARKETS. 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 


Mark LANE, Fripay EVENING. 


Since we last wrote, considerable excitement has prevailed here in 
the demand for all kinds of produce, arising from the small supplies 
brought forward, and the large number of cargoes lately purchased off 
our coasts, both for France and Belgium, in both which countries 
scarcity is still much complained of. On Monday the whole of the sup- 
ply of English wheat on show was quickly disposed of at an advance in 
the quotations, compared with that day se’nnight, of fully 3s per qr. 
Foreign wheat was in active request for shipment to Yorkshire, at 2s per 
qr more money. All spring corn was ls dearer, and malt advanced 2s 
per qr. Flour sold briskly at 2s to 3s per sack, and 1s to 2s per barrel 
above previous rates. On Wednesday the trade generally was firm, at 
fully the above improvement in value. 

During the present year, no mean supplies of foreign food have arrived 
off our coast: no doubt had they been all landed, prices would have 
been kept in check, and we should have gone un well till after next har- 
vest; but the deficiency in the supply of food on the Continent has 
drawn from us supplies of which in point of fact we stand in need, 
That there is every prospect of a further improvement in the quotations, 
is evident from the immense consumption and the limited nature of the 
arrivals. We shall, no doubt, shortly receive rather large supplies of 
wheat and other produce from Russia; but our impression is that their 
extent has been greatly over-estimated. 

Our advices from nearly all parts of the country in reference to the 
appearance of the crops are very favourable. Wheat is now in full ear 
in some counties, in others in full blossom; consequently, it has arrived 
at the most critical period of its growth. Potatoes are represented as 
looking well, and, as yet, wholly free from disease. 

The provincial markets, as well as those held in Ireland and Scotland, 
have ruled brisk, and prices generally have been on the advance. 

As the new law in reference to the war duty on malt will shortly come 
into operation, we draw the attention of maltsters generally to the fol- 
lowing official letter respecting the drawback :—*“ It may be of import- 
ance to many readers to know, that in a bill now before Parliament, grant. 
ing an allowance of the extra duty on malt in the stocks of maltsters, malt 
roasters, dealers in'malt, licensed brewers, and vinegar makers, when the 
present war duty ceases on the 5th July next, it is provided, that in order to 
obtain the allowance the malt must be dry and unground, and every claim- 
ant must give notice in writing to the proper officer of Excise, two day$ 


previously to the 3d July next, of his name, residence. and business, and 
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of each house or place in which the malt shall be deposited, and whether 
the malt is screened or unscreened, or pale or brown; and also, before 
the 3d July, place his malt in such form that it may be conveniently 
gauged. The claim for allowance will be forfeited if any malt taken 
account of shall be removed before the 6th July, and penalties are im- 
posed if grain is mixed with the matt, or any contrivance resorted to, to 
deceive the officer as to quantity.” 

The supply of English Wheat here to-day, has been very limited; yet 
the business doing in all kinds has been very limited at Monday’s currency. 
The show of foreign was small, and most descriptions were a slow sale, at 
late rates. Barley and malt were quite as dear as on Monday. The few 
oats in the market realised extreme rates. Beans, peas, and flour were un- 
altered in value, 

There continues to be a steady inquiry for floating cargoes of grain, 
both for France and Belgium. Mr Edward Rainford, in his circular 
issued this evening, observes:—‘“ A good demand continues for floating 
cargoes, and many have changed owners since the 20th, Arrived cargoes 
of Galatz wheat have been sold at 62s to 63s, and 2 at 58s; ILbraila, at 
6ls Gd; Kalafat, very good, at 65s 3dand 65s 7d. An arrived cargo of 
hard Syrian wheat, at 45s, with a smallerfportionjof Dari at 28s. On passage, 
Ibraila wheat has been sold at 58s; Kalafat, about 52s 9d to 63s, with vari- 
ous guarantees. Roman wheat, at 71s 6d; ditto, a re-sale, at 70s. Hard 
Spanish wheat for shipment here, ex granary, at 66s. Of maize, several 
arrived cargoes of Galatz have been sold at 34s, 2 at 24s 6d, 1 at 33s 6d; 
1 Foxanian and 1 Bulgarian at 33s. A cargo of Ibraila was sold early 
in the week at 33s per ‘480 lbs, and 2 cargoes per imperial quarter, at 
30s 9d. There have been 54 arrivals off the coast since the 19th inst., 
viz.:—Of wheat, 4 cargoes from Ibraila, 3 Constantinople, 4 Galatz, 4 
Trieste, 1 Ancona, 1 Athens, 1 Malta, 1 Alexandria, and 1 Syria; of 
wheat and maize, 1 from Athens and 1 Syra; of maize, 1 cargo from 
Trieste, 10 Galatz, I Ibraila and Syra, 1 Syra, 2 Athens, 1 Patras, 5 Ibraila, 
2 Constantinople, 1 Mazagan, 1 Leghorn, 1 Ibraila and Athens ; of 
maize, &c., 1 cargo from Casa Bianca; of flour, 1 from Santander; of 
rye, 2 Philadelphia, 1 New York ; of barley, 1 cargo. Many of these 
had previously found buyers, and many have been disposed of since.”

EPITOME OF RAILWAY 


TRAFFIC ReTURNS.—The traffic returns of railways in the United King- 
dom, published for the week ending June 14, amounted to 432,431), and 
for the corresponding week of 1855 to 394,303/, showing an increase of 
38,128. The gross receipts of the eight railways having there termini in 
the metropolis amounted for the week ending as above to 191,298, and for 
the corresponding week of last year to 175,004’, showing an increase of 
18,294, 

SALISBURY AND WARMINSTER.—The Government inspection of that 
portion of the Wilts, Somerset, and Weymouth Railway lying between 
Salisbury and Warminster took place on Thursday. 

ABERDEEN.—A special meeting of this company was held at Aberdeen 
on Monday to consider a bill now before Parliament for sanctioning a branch 
line from Perth to Methuen. The proposed line would affect the Aberdeen 
line m some respects should the amalgamation of the Aberdeen Company 
with the Scottish Midland be sanctioned by Parliament. The chairman, 
Mr Thompson, of Banchory, moved approvai of the bill, which was agreed to, 
and also a recommendation to amend the 43d clause so as to permit the 
amalgamated companies to sell and transfer their shares in the undertaking 
after the calls had been paid, should they wish at any time to do so, 

GEELONG AND MELBOURNE.—By advices just received, it appears that 
the works on this railway are approaching completion. Six of the bridges 
had been constructed, and 20 miles of railway completed. A portion of the 
working stock, consisting of six passenger engines, and 24 first, second, and 
third class carriages, trucks, &c., together with 400 tons of coke, had been 
landed at the railway pier at Corio Bay, and the remainder of the rolling 
stock was shortly expected. 

LOYAL ASSENT TO RAILWAY Brnus.—The Royal assent was given on 
Monday to the following railway bills :—Cork and Youghal ; St ives and 
West Cornwall Junction; Alford Yalley; Banbridge Junction ; Fleet- 
wood, Preston, and West Riding Junction ; Vale of Clwyd ; Shrewsbury 
and Hereford ; Eastern Counties ; Hampstead Junction ; Lowestoft and 
Beccles ; and Midland. 

SoMERSET AND Dorset CENTRAL.—It is proposed to complete a line of 
railway communication in sections from the Bristol Channel at Highbridge 
to the Southamton and Dorchester Railway at Wimborne. The object of 
the undertaking is to obtain a direct and rapid communication between 
South Wales and Southampton for the supply of coals and agricultural 
produce, for which there is a great demand at Southampton. 

LONDON AND GREENWICH.—The half-yeariy meeting of the London and 
Greenwich Railway Company is called for the 8th of July, when a dividend 
of 5s 2d per share (clear of income tax) will be recommended on the old or 
unprivileged shares,

MonpDaAY, June 23.—The railway market was generally active to-day, at 
a further advance, ranging from 10s to 1‘ per share, and in most cases it 
was fairly supported to the close.

TUESDAY, June 24.—The railway market was again active, but quotations 
were less buoyant towards the close. Great Westerns experienced a fur- 
ther decline, sales continuing to be pressed by the speculators, Indian 
descriptions show firmness, but French and Belgian have not greatly 
varied. Grand Trunk of Canada were rather lower. There was a large 
business} transacted in the shares of the Peninsular and Oriental, and the 
General Screw Steam Companies. Miscellaneous securities exhibited no 
great alteration. 

WEDNESDAY, June 25,—The railway market was less buoyant to-day, 
but prices generally were on the average supported. Speculative activity 
appears to have ina degree subsided, although purchases for investment 
continue to be made. French shares were steady, but Belgian in some 
cases were rather firmer. 

THURSDAY, June 26.—The railway market was steady, the transactions 
having been comparatively limited. Great Western shares recovered in 
a slight degree from their previous heaviness. Indian and other descrip- 
tions exhibited no great alteration. Australian land and banking share 
were firm, with a tendency in some cases to impTovement. Miscellaneous 
securities were generally supported. 

FRIDAY, June 27.—This Sen ‘‘making up’ day in the share as well as 
foreign stock markets, very few fresh dealings were recorded. The rates 
for ‘* continuation ” are heavy, and the market is influenced by the pre- 
paratious in progress for the settlement.
